In December 2003, the President of the United States and Congress enacted Public Law 108-183. 
This law established a preference for the U.S. federal government to contract with Service-Disabled 
Veteran-Owned Small Businesses (SDVOSBs).  This law was enacted as a follow on to Public Law 
106-50, which designated that three percent (3%) of the total value of all prime contract and 
subcontract awards by the federal government be awarded to SDVOSBs. 

GSA has a Service-Disabled Veteran-Owned Business Initiative and is the fifth largest procurement 
organization of the U.S. federal government.  In total, GSA acts as a catalyst for nearly $66 billion 
annually in federal spending.   GSA operates three unique business lines to fulfill the needs of their 
federal government customers. The Federal Supply Service (FSS), Public Buildings Service (PBS), 
and Federal Technology Service (FTS) all have opportunities to enable service-disabled veteran-
owned businesses (vendors) to sell to the federal government through one of GSA’s many contract 
vehicles.

PRO- NET and CENTRAL CONTRACTOR REGISTRATION (CCR), on January 1, 2004, the 
Small Business Administration’s (SBAs) PRO- NET and Department of Defense’s (DODs) Central 
Contractor Registration (CCR) databases were integrated to create one portal for entering and 
searching for small business sources.  This integration assists small businesses with marketing 
their goods and services to the federal government.  CCR is the primary vendor database for the 
Department of Defense (DOD), NASA, Department of Transportation (DOT), and Department of 
Treasury.  

Current and potential government vendors are required to register in CCR in order to do be 
awarded contracts by the DOD, NASA, DOT and Treasury.  Vendors are required to complete a 
one-time registration to provide basic information relevant to procurement and financial 
transactions. Vendors must update or renew their registration annually to maintain an active status.  
Registration does not, however, guarantee business with the government.  The CCR Assistance 
Center can be reached at 888-227-2423 or 269-961-4725, available 24 hours, 7 days a week.

Small businesses can review this web site to identify opportunities in their areas of expertise. While 
the web site is designed primarily as a place for large businesses to post solicitations and notices, 
Federal agencies, state and local Governments, non-profit organizations, colleges and universities, 
and even foreign Governments also use it for the same purpose.
